The case of a Shanghai filature 
being burned dawn, with terrible 
loss of life, caused by the barred 
windows and inadequate means 
of exit, draws attention to the 
awfgl conditions in which hun- 
dreds of thousands of peor people 
live in Chinese cities; eveu where 
foreign influence exists: even in 
the British Colony of Hongkong. 
We have certain factary laws 
here. tut there is still mush over. 
crowding, and real “s t-shop' 
conditio: We know of several 
small spinning establishments in 
Hongkong where as many as 4 
dozen gitls crowd into a small 
room and putin a long day—not 
a mere eight-hour one—for small 
wages. That, however, is morea 
problem for social reform. What 
the Shanghai case emphasises is 
the danger. of old-fashioned

We fancy we can aonderstand 
the hesitancy of the authorities 
in dealing with this tenement 
menace—it would require whote- 
sale reconstretion of the city to 
make it safe.. That would. be 4 
mattér, of many years and of 
many millions of dollars. It would 
also affect tens of thousands of 
poorer-class Chinese, who live 
under the appalling conditions 
they do merely because they can- 
not possibly atlord other. better, 
accommodation. As it is, there’ 
is always the sword of Damocles 
hanging over their heads io 
the guise of rapacious landlords. 
So that what with the ever 
increasing economic struggle and 
the ever-present menace o 
destruction by fire, the lot of these 
‘poor people is a truly terrible ona. 
When we attempt to lonk ahead 
a mere decade, we visualise 2 
population of well over two mil- 
lion Chinese clamouriug | for 
houses, and for higher wages to 
theet soaring prices and rents. 
We also naturally visualise an 
increase in crime, and conse- 
quently bigger, burdens on the 
law-abiding taxpayer to. meet 
the cost of combatting disorder. 
That might be looking on the 
dark side of things, but it is nota 
matter of impossible imaginings. 
The trouble is that there is so 
much to do, so little done, and 80 
ttle that can now be done to 
make up the leeway th t has been 
lost. ‘
